CHESTNUT BLIGHT COMMISSION 


TELLS OF BIERLY PROTEST 


State Body Terms Criticism Hldlculoiis 


and Predicts No Peat by 
January. 


Recently there has 
been 
certain 


criticism Jn the State of the -work of 
the Chestnut Tree Blight Commission 
in Centre county, which is deem- 
ed ridiculous and without founda- 
tion. 
A 
field 
agent 
had 
ex- 


ntnined 
a 
tiact 
of 
timber 
sup- 


posed at the time to belong- to Mr. 
AV. 11. Blerly, of Rebersburg, and on 
HnOlne certain chestnut trees infected 
wlrh tho blight disease, had 
given 


him tho usual 20 days' notice to cut 
down the diseased trees and destroy 
aia infected 
material 
around 
the 


stumps, as is tho usual procedure. 
Mr. Bierly refused to cut tho diseased 
trees and wrote a 
formal 
protest, 


which tho Commission wag somewhat 
surprised to find was Intended to be 
In the nature of an appeal, based on 
the contention that the tract did not 


belong to him. 
! 


At the samo time various Incorrect 


and absurd statements were made as 
to the effectiveness of the Commis- 
sion's workt the cause of tho chestnut 
blight disease, etc. Because of theso 
things it Is termed lair to present 
now a correct 
statement 
of 
the 


the Commission. 


In accordance* with Mr. Blerly's so 


called appeal and because of tho re- 
quirements of the Legislative Act, ex- 
perts "^ tiro Instructed to 
make

second Investigation of the tract and 
the fact appears to bo that it was not 
technically in his possession At th.e • 
Llrne, though 
paymonta 
had 
been! 


made, showing that ho expected to be 
the owner. 


In the meantime tho actual owner, 


Mrs. Anna M. Grenmgcr, who resides! 
on tho tiuct and holds the deed, had

himself, in which he stated "the best 
way Is to have them cut down and 
made Into firewood at once."

October 29th, alltox' rcinspectlon of 
the tract by the experts specially de- 
tailed for that purpose, Mis. G-renlnger 
was informed that tho previous in- 
spection was correct, and that the 
completion af the,work of removing 
Lho Infections must' be 
done. 
The 


work was completed October 30th. 


So far as this particular tract Is 


concerned, therefore, there Is nothing- 
further to bo done. 
Everything lias 


been carried out Just as the Chestnut 
Tree Blight Commission expected it 
would be. 
At last report no infect- 


long have yet been found on land 
actually owned by Mr* Bierly. 
If 


such should be found, however, on his 
or any other tract in that vicinity or 
anywhere in the, county, it is expected 
that the removal of the di&easid trees 
will be made promptly and exactly 
within the 20 day period allowed. The 
disease is so destructive and spreads 
so rapidly that no time can bo lost 
and the Commission cannot afford to 
give a single day leeway after the 
expiration of the 20 days' notice. 


As to the theory of worms causing 


tho disease, nothing has been better 
established than the fact that It ia 
caused by a parasitic 
fungus, 
In 


which worms are in no way concerned 
whatever, except that after the disease 
Is 
once 
established, 
the 
larvae 


(worms) of certain insects may carry 
the disease from Infected to healthy 
portions, but the disease itself is in 
no way connected with any kind of 
insect or any other germ. 
It 
will 


occur in young trees with smooth 
bark where there is no indication at 
all of the work of any kind of insect. 
It is found true, however, that in- 
sects follow the, disease, working In 
the dead portions of tho tree which, 
have already been killed 
by 
the 


fungous parasite-. 


Tho Commission has been pleased 


cis a. rule with the hearty co-operation 
given 
by 
chebtnut 
tree 
owners 


generally throughout tho State. 
On 


account of this co-operation, there Is 
little doubt now that over one-half of 
the entire State will be rid ot this 
disease by January 1» 1913.

Have roady turee-qnarteri ot a cup- 


ful of buttar croamed with one cupful 
aud « hull ot brown Bngar, a cupful 
ot chopped nnts t.nd fruit mixed—alm- 
onds, raisins and citron In proportions 
to »ult th« taste; two ogga, « cupful of 
S'.ur c/cara In wblch hall a teaspoon- 
ful of Mda baa bran dlisolvod, three 
cupfuls (one plat and a half) of pantry 
flour which ban been lifted with a 
tmitpoonful of baking powder, two 
tenspuonfnlg of cinnamon, half a ten- 
spoonful of grated nutmeg. Thin r«clpe 
ilao call* for a »lrap prepared from a 
qanrt«r of a cupful of light brown 
sugar, a quarter of a cupful of hot wa- 
trr and a square of chocolate. 
The 


Oft*, hMt«n till light, should be fold- 
ed Into the creamed butter and eucar, 
th» tour cream nncltjbe «o4f then add- 
ed to them and tbfa mixture »tirred 
Into the Hour, baking powder and 
splcm. The chocolntu alrup, tb« nuts 
and tlM fruit are added list. The nuts 
may b« luft out when not conveniently 
at band and extra rnlBinn substituted.
